Election of Species 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention:

Species XII, as illustrated in Figs. 7; 

Species XIII, as illustrated in Figs. 8; 

Species XIV, as illustrated in Figs. 8a; 

Species XV, as illustrated in Figs. 9; 
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Species XVI, as illustrated in Figs. 10; or 
Species XVII, as illustrated in Fig. II.
